Continued from last -week. 

There are .two kinds of success— 
good success and bad success. Suc¬ 
cess is as the etymology of the word 
shows, thatwhich follows or comes 
after in the way one wishes it to do. 
It is evident that a bad desire 
brings in it.s fulfilment bad success ; 
a good desire, good success. Out of 
the heart are the issues, the follow¬ 
ings after, the successes of life. 

Let us look at the parable once 
more. This time our thought shall 
move in a narrower circle because 
in a more discriminative one.

j mon as the tower-builder’s is distin- 
guished from the tent-make’rs. As 
we interpret tbe parable in 
the light of its historical 
setting and apply it to the 
work of God wrought out in the 
individual, we shall find ourselves 
designating the elements of success 
by words that embody all the 
meaning of the terms ali’eady used 
and vastly more. Let us now sub¬ 
stitute these terms as we find them 
in the teaching and practice of the 
great Master. 

The primary meaning of the word 
ambition is a going about or seek¬ 
ing for office. It is in this sense 
that Milton uses it when he makes 
Satan say“To reign is worth 
ambition, though in hell.” Christ | 
was ambitious. He was an office- j 
seeker and the office he sought for 
was nothing less than the kingdom 
of the human race. He was ambi¬ 
tions to be a king and to show 
him-self a king. In other, words 
He was ambitious to be good and 
to do good. Therefore, the first 
qualification for discipleship, for 
following successfully in his foot¬ 
steps is the ambition to be good 
and to do good. The term he was 
constantly using in his teaching to 
mean all that is meant by the 
phrase “ambition to be good and to 
do good,” is the word 
LOME. 

I Sometimes He xises the word hate 
as in the context of the parable, for 
hatred of being evil, and doing evil 
is one and the same thing 1 as being 
good and doing good.

Had 
they been less loving, less ambi¬ 
tious to be good and to do good, 
they would have been less severe. 
The disciple of Christ must know 
how to exercise a loving severity 
towards others when it is called for, 
and toward his own life also. This 
is what is meant by the words 
“taking up the cross.” When Christ 
spoke of his cross Peter said, “Pity 
thyself, Lord,” and Christ answered 
“Get thee behind me, Satan.” The 
way to success does not begin by 
pitying one’s present self, but by 
loving one’s ideal self. The tower 
Christ built (his unrivalled char¬ 
acter) was brought to completion, 
was made perfect only through 
suffering. To love a thing in itself 
is to love its finest exhibitions. To 
love perfection of character is to 
love Christ. This love, this ambi¬ 
tion, is always the first essential of 
success. There is no possibility of 
good success unless one first heeds 
the command, “Keep yourselves in 
the love of God.” We have substi¬ 
tuted the term love in place of am¬ 
bition. What term shall take the 
place of meditation ? Just as suc¬ 
cess begins in a co-operation be¬ 
tween one’s heart and the heart of 
God, so it is carried forward by a 
co-operation between one’s mind 
and the mind of God. It is carried 
forward by 

INSPIRATION. ' 
Perhaps no better definition of 
inspiration can be given tiffin to 
say it is an intellectual co-operation 
between man and his Maker. I 
can at this .time only mention some 
of the ways in which this co-opera¬ 
tion is carried on. These ways may 
he seen in the example Christ has 
given us, in His habit of private 
prayer and His profound knowl¬ 
edge of the Scriptures. He looked 
in those Scriptures in order to 
know what they had to say con¬ 
cerning himself. This is (he spirit 
in which every successful man, 
whose success can he called good, 
must read his Bible. He must turn 
its pages to find out the things con¬ 
cerning himself. If he does this, 
he will not lack for inspiration. As 
he rises from the reading of God’s 
word, he will find that he knows 
God’s mind and at the same time 
knows his own. As he rises, he 
will find that he has not entered 
blindly upon the Christian pil¬ 
grimage. He has foreseen the 
great fact that it is a life of concen¬ 
tration, or, to use the religious 
term 

CONSECRATION. 

No matter whether the success one 
aims at is good success or bad suc¬ 
cess, he is inevitably called upon 
to wal k not in a broad way but iu 
a straight and' narrow way.. The 
Christian must spend his whole 
life, for that is his capital, in carry¬ 
ing forward his character-building 
to completion. Ho man pursues 
the work of God seriously and suc¬ 
cessfully with out doing this. Those 
who are just entering upon the 
publicly avowed discipleship of 
Christ sometimes regard their pro¬ 
fession with complacency, as 
though it were the profession of a 
purpose which distinguishes them 
from the world. It is not the pro¬ 
fession of the purpose; it is the car¬ 
rying out of the purpose. Mauy a 
soul has hastily and with great 
parade separated itself from the 
world, and after a few days the 
world has poured its contempt and 
ridicule upon it because the sep¬ 
aration was only a pretended one. 
The profession spoke of a grand 
cathedral for God. -The soul de¬ 
clared its purpose to be a temple’of 
God’s spirit. But when it came to 
counting out the cost it was not a 
cathedral-like character that came 
into view. It was the real ideal 
that the soul was in bondage to And 
it proved to be only a band box of 
worldly fashion and frivolity. The 
disciple who WQhld succeed in.fol¬ 
io wing the Master must be filled 
with a Christ-like love of God, a 
Christ-like inspiration from God, 
and a Christ-like consecration to 
God. This, and this alone is good 
success.

This man’s name was Oraig, and my 
first knowledge of him was when I was 
connected with, the Whitechapel Road 
House hospital, the biggest hospital in 
England. It had. been noticed that 
wheneverOraigfell in a fitin the streets 
of London, reports were sent in to the 
police of money and jewelry lost, ■ He 
was more than suspected and was sent 
into; the hospital, both to be treated and 
to be watched. This man was a perfect 
fraud 1 , but he was so well up in his act- 
ing thak though he was most carefully ! 
watched he escaped detection. He was 
a valuable man, but perhaps his pals 
feared fcSat the London police had too 
close an* eye on their movements.

“What became of the man?” 

“Oh, his talents found; a market. He ° E 
was so well kiiown, had been so written! . 
up, for the medical journals of both Eu- 
rope and America, th at the doctors hired 811 
him: to, go before medical students and 
demonstrate to them how epilepsy could 0r ' 
be feigned and; also to explain how these I ^ 
pretenders were taught in England and co: 
elsewhere. To counterfeit the frothing ^ 
at the mouth they used a small piece of! 
soap. If there was; any danger of deteo-if 
tion, they could swallow both soap and! at> 
froth. With a little sharp knife a stab! eai 
could be given- to the tongue which! 
would simulate the biting of that mem- 1

It was not until 1746-that 
any considerable manufactory was es¬ 
tablished,: In that year the famous Soho 
works were opened at Birmingham, 
where steel buttons were made of ; such 
beauty and finish as to command a price 
of £140 a gross, or £1 apiece. 

In these modern days we ar,e apt to 
boast that this is an age of paper; point- ; 
ing at the same time to paper wheels, 
paper boots, paper carpets and the 
thousand and one novel uses made of 
this material as proof of our assertion.

The True Test of Oysters.

People buy them 
and eat them probably on account of 
their taste. So also do they buy tea, 
coffee and the various grades of whisky 
and brandy for their taste, but all ex¬ 
perts on those things pass upon them 
entirely by their smell. The professional 
tea taster or whisky taster, so, called, 
never tastes them, but simply, arrives at 
their taste by their peculiarities of fla¬ 
vor, or, to speak plainly, smell. 

“I can tell what price a load.of oys¬ 
ters will be rated at when they arrive at 
the wharf here by opening up the hold 
of the boat and-smelling;. In eight cases 
out of ten I am right. It strikes oyster- 
men as strange when they see persons" 
going about from boat,to boat, as they 
lie at the wharf, tasting oysters before 
they conclude to buy.

Not only 
do these bread flowers look exactly like 
the real article when freshly made^but 
as the bread grows stale the flowemas- 
Bume a slightly withered appearance, 
which is almost identical with that of a 
flower beginning to fade. i 

As a rule, ordinary artificial flowers 
can at once be detected by the unnatu¬ 
rally bright and fresh appearance they 
present after being in the heated atmos¬ 
phere of a ballroom or elsewhere for 
several hours, but the fading power of 
bread flowers practically insures them- 
against detection, - even from the eyes of 
en expert.—London Answers. - ‘j
